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ROAD TO TOBRUK 


“The position now is that the Allies 
have no forces west of Acroma, while 
the Axis have nothing east of El 
Adem. There is now nothing to stop 
Rommel from getting astride the coast 
road west of Tobruk—if he has not 
already done so—by coming down the 
escarpment north-west of Acroma, He 
still seems to have plenty of armour 
left, while his latest thrust means 
that he is now recovering a large quan- 
tity of damaged tanks within the 
Knightsbridge-Acroma-El Adem tri- 
angle. South of Rommel’s new posi- 
tion the allied mobile forces are 
operating freely against the Axis flank. 
Three strong attacks made by the Axis 
vesterday on El Adem—all of which 
were repulsed—were delivered from the 
west, the north-west, and the south- 
west. 

“- General Ritchie’s Eighth Army is 
ready for Rommel’s next thrust. 
Reinforcements of artillery and 
armoured fighting vehicles have been 
pouring west in a steady stream as the 
Axis threat to Tobruk increased. 
Confidence is felt on all sides that the 
Axis will be unable to take Tobruk 
fortress, whose defences are now once 
more fully manned.

"PLANES IN ACTION. 


LONDON, Tuesday.—The Middie- 
East communiqué states:—‘‘ Through- 
out yesterday, 15th June, our fighter 
aircraft were in action in the forward 
area of Cyrenaica, operating in close 
co-operaticn with our land forces. 
Enemy formatiens in ime E] Adem area 
were subjected to constant attack by 
bomber and fighter-bomber aircraft, 
and a successful raid was carried out 
in the evening on enemy troops in this 
area. In attacks on smaller formations 
a number of enemy tanks and numerous 


motor transport vehicles were destroyed 
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yatrol, A-vormation of torpedce-bombcrs 
was successiully intercepted, two of the 
Italian aircraft being shot down. 
‘‘Enemy aircraft activity over Malta 
has been on a reduced scale, but during 
Sunday night a JU 88 was shot down 
by our night fighters. Seventeen of 
our aircraft are missing. Three of the 
pilots are safe.”— (Press Association.)

DIGGING IN 


EIGHTH ARMY FIELD HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Tuesday. — ‘‘ Rommel’s 
forces are reported to-night to be 
digging in round El Adem, some 20 
miles south of Tobruk, while a German 
regiment of tanks and motorised vehicles 
is milling round in the vicinity. 

‘British troops in the El Adem 
‘box,’ which consists of two strong 
points, beat off three fierce German 
attacks to-day. The Germans, using 
artillery, tanks, and infantry, received 
a good hammering, and withdrew in 
confusijon.”’ 

‘‘Some 30 miles farther west of this 
fighting area the Germans are in com- 
plete control of El Tamar, on the edge 
of the Devil’s Cauldron, near Knights- 
bridge. In the north another German 
armoured division has settled down 
south of the Acroma ‘box,’ 20 miles 
from Tobruk.’’—(Reuter.) 


GREATER U.S. FLEET 
1,400 MORE SHIPS 


An unprecedented $8.550,000,000 
(£2,157,500,000) shipbuilding — pro- 
gramme designed ultimately to double 
the size of the U.S. Fieet ‘was ap- 
proved yesterday by the House of 
Representatives Naval Committee, a 
Reuter telegram from Washington 
states. 

The measure demonstrates the Navy’s 
increasing emphasis on the aircrait 
carrier, and omits any provision for 
new battleships. It will provide for 
over 1,400 ships of all types, includ- 
ing over 400 .combatant craft in the 
carrier-cruiser-destroyer , category. 

Two members of the Committee, 
Senators Ellender and Brewster, said 
that Navy offigials had decided to 
defer all plans for huge new battle- 
ships; to concentrate upon expanding 
fighting power in the sir. They de- 
clared in separate interviews that top- 
" yanking Admirals had informed them 
that no new battleships. would be 
started, and that plans for cruisers 
now under way were being changed, 
so that these ships would be com- 
pleted as aircraft-carriers. 

Senator Brewster said the new de- 
cision would mean the abandonment 
for the present of Navy plans for con- 
structing five huge battleships of 
60.000 tons each, but it would not 
interfere with the completion and 


commissioning of several battleships to | 


be launched within the next few 
months.

EIRE DRESSED MEAT 


One hundred tons of dressed beef— 
equivalent to about 500 head of cattle— 
will leave this country every ‘week for 
England under the terms of the agree- 
ment which has just been reached

When the output of wJive-stock 
increases, the Ministry has undertaken 
to consider a further increase in the 
dressed meat quota, but there is no 
indication as yet of what this increase 
is likely to be. 

The agreement is the result. of 
negotiations between the Department 
and the British Ministry, in connection 
with which a high official of the 
Ministry visited Dublin at the end of 
last month. The new agreement is 
virtually on the’ basis on which the 
discussions ended, fresh meat exporters 
are being informed. Only dressed beef 
from good class bullocks and heifers 
Cows and bulls 
are reserved for the canned meat 
industry, 

The negotiations arose, the Jrish 
Times learns, because the Ministry of 
Food became worried at ‘the seasonal 
shortage of cattle which occurred in 
April, May and the beginning of June. 
Grass feeding, ‘which has now im- 
proved, will make for an immediate 
increase in numbers. By the first week 
in July it is estimated that this country 
will be senting England 2,000 head 
of live cattle each week—as against 
500 a week at present--and a peak 
figure of 10,C00 head a week is expected

HEAVIER ATTACKS 


MOSCOW, Tuesday—Flinging in 
fresh reserves, General von Manstein 
has intensified his onslaught on Sebas- 
topol in the past two days, says a 
despatch from the front to-day. ‘The 
fiercest fighting is taking place in the 
Northern and Southern sectors, where 
there are concentrated at least 
seven infantry divisions, over 150 
tanks, scores of guns and many «ir- 
craft. But all attempts to brea 
down the Russian defences have so far 
failed. A later despatch from Sebas- 
topol says :—‘‘ Although the German 
attacks have. been repulsed with 
heavy losses for the enemy, the situa- 
tion remains tense, The approaches 
to the advanced Soviet lines are 
littered with the bodies of enemy 
officers and men. In one day alone 
the garrison destroyed 40 German 
tanks and Russian . dive-bombers 
accounted for another 22. . 

MOSCOW, Twuesday.—An /zvestia 
war .correspondent to-night said: ‘* Our 
outposts are stubbornly engaging the 
enemy on the Kharkov front. Firing 
never ceases for a moment. The 
Germans are launching fierce attacks,

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EXPERIMENTS WITH 
SEAWEED - 


PRODUCES ALCOHOL, 


ROM seaweed gathered off the 
Irish coasts it is possible to pro- 
duce ethyl alcohol; manufacture 
boards for constructional works; 
make a substitute for sago flour in 
the sizing of twirie. 

The Industrial Reseatch Council has 
devoted a good deal of attention to the 
industrial possibilities of seaweed. 
Experiments produced a board with a 
good appearance and able to hold nails 
and screws well. Samples were sent for 
testing at the Building Research Station 
of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, London. © The 
report of the latter body indicated that 
the boards were suitable for many com- 
mercia}| purposes, 

While investigating the possible uses 
of seaweeds, a product was prepar 
which, on being’ tested by a commercial 
firm, was found to be a satisfactory 
substitute for sago flour in the sizing of 
twine. The possibilities of this material 
as a substitute for starch are also being 
investigated. Experimental work has 
also been conducted on the utilisation 
of algin for the production of water- 
proofing agents and plastic materials, 
as well as for the production of alginate 
films and filaments. Experiments durin 
the year on the production of ethy 
alcohol from seaweed have shown that 
yields equivalent to 13 to 16.9 gallons 
of alcohol per ton of air-dried autumn 
‘weed can be obtained. x 

The Council have also been identified 
with trials connected with the produc- 
tion of peat coke or charcoal for pro- 
ducer gas, and with the production of 
wax for peat. Yields of wax varying 
from 7 per cent. to 11 per cent. of the 
weight of anhydrous peat have been 
obtained from the pilot plant at Cork 
by the solvent extraction of air-dried 
peat.

CHINESE HIT BACK 


CHUNGKING, Tuesday.—The gap 
between the Japanese forces pushing 
east and west through Kiangsi province 
has been narrowed to eighty. miles, the 
Chinese military spokesman said to- 
day. Chinese troops are counter-attack- 
ing south of Nanchang, Kiangsi capital, 
and main base of the Japanese east- 
ward drive along the railway to 
Chekiang province. The town of Ihwang 
is believed to have been recaptured. 
Chinese forces between the Japanese 
pincers‘are holding out in the hills on 
the south bank of the Sin River. They 
are in io danger of being cut off. 

Bitter fighting is continuing for the 
railway running from the provinwe of 
Chekiang into Kiangsi. ‘To-night’s 
Chinese communiqué states that before 
the Chinese evacuated Kwanfeng, 20 
miles west of the Kiangsi-Chekiang 
border, on Sunday morning, after night- 
long street fighting, the Japanese lost 
1,000. men in killed and wounded. 

’ Fighting is now raging east and 
north-east of the Shangyao railway st«- 
tion, 11 miles south-west of Kwanfe&g. 
The Japanese, who received reimloice- 
ments on Sunday, are mamtaining heavy 
pressure, supported by ‘planes and ar- 
tillery, with the Chinese fighting back 
hard. Casualties on both sides are high. 
South-west from Nanchang the Chinese 
have driven the Japanese back, and 
are now storming the city.—(Keuter.)

partment should be alive to develop- 
ments in regard to post-war planning. 
Asking if there was a liaison between 
Eire and Northern Ireland, he said: 
‘‘It seems ridiculous that two coun- 
tries that have a comparatively long 
border have no liaison, and there 
should be some common action be- 
tween the two States.” 

The need for a second Ministry to 
deal exclusively with social services 
was mentioned by Mr. J. HICKEY 
(Labour, Cork), who said that until 
they had such a re-organisation in ad- 
riinistration they nover could hope to 
securs ‘co-ordiustion of tho services. 

Contending that tho atmosphere of 
local government was dominated by 
party political policy, General . R. 
MULCAHY (F.G., Dublin) said that 
the postponement of local elections—in 
some instances for 14 years—was a 
disastrous policy on the part-of the 
Government, because the people were 
losing all sense of responsibility in local 
matters and correspondingly in national 
matters. 


DUBLIN’S SEASHORE 


A suggestion made by Mr. J. M. 
DILLON (Ind., Monaghan) was that 
Dublin’s seashore should be developed 
in the interest of the slum-dwellers. 
The work, he said, would not require 
materials and would provide large- 
scale employment. 

The ravages of tuberculosis concerned 
many of the members. Mr. Dillon said 
that hundreds of mothers could not 
help their afflicted children, and he 
urged the provision of X-ray ap- 
paratus and the provision of, proper 
surgical treatment. Accommodation 
should be of a temporary character, 
because, as has been experienced. in 
America, the intensive treatment of 
tuberculosis required now would be 
helplessly redundant in twenty years’ 
time.

FIGHT FROM 


“The operations,’ said an Admiralty 
and Air Force communiqué, '“' have 
been carried through in the face of 
very heavy attacks by superior enemy 
naval forces and air forces, and were 
not completed without loss. Fantastic 
enemy claims to have sunk cruisers 
and to have damaged battleships and 
an «aircraft carrier are without any 
foundation. 

‘Loss and damage have also been in- 
flicted upon the enemy by His 
Majesty's ships, the naval aircraft, the 
Royal Air Force and United States 
Army Air Corps. 

A special communiqué from the 
Royal Air Force Middle East Head- 
quarters yesterday said :— 

For the past four days aircraft of 
the Allied Air Forces, including air- 
craft of the United States Army Air 
Corps, have been supporting naval 
operations in the central and eastern 
Mediterranean. 

‘““On Sunday evening, June 14th, an 
Italian naval foree, including two 
battleships and four destroyers, was 
sighted at sea south of Taranto. It 
was shadowed, and, during Sunday 
night, June 14th-15th, it was aitacked 
by our iong-range torpedo aircraft. 
Results were unobserved. 

_““ On the morning of June 15th (Mon- 
day) the Italian Fleet was attacked by 
our torpedo aircraft from Malta and 
Africa and by a force of Liberator air- 
craft,. of which the majority were 
American and manned by the. United 
States Army Air Corps. The attacks 
were simultaneous. It is known that 
a number of hits were made on battle- 
ships and fires were caused. One Trento 
cruiser was set on fire by bombs and 
sunk by torpedo aircraft. One six-inch 
cruiser and one destroyer are also 
known to have been hit. 

“ Early in the afternoon the enemy 
turned northward, and during the night 
of June 15th-l6th were shadowed as 
they returned to their base. On the 
morning of June 15th a second lialian 
naval force of cruisers and destroyers, 
in the neighbourhood of Pantellaria, 
was attacked by torpedo aircraft of the 
Fleet Air Arm and the Royal Air Force: 
One cruiser was hit and set on fire and 
one destroyer was probably hit. ' 

“Throughout June 13th, 14th and 
15th our naval forces were covered by 
our fighters, and many bombing attacks 
were intercepted. Heavy fighting took 
piace.

A special German announcement 
says four Allied cruisers and 
destroyers, two escort vessels and six 
merchant ships, totalling 56,000 tons, 
were sunk in Mediterranean convoy 
battle.

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America’s ctatelbgtion—tn terms of 
finance—towards the winning of a 
war.on whose issue depends her own 
security and existence. That is the 
attitude which President Roosevelt 
adopted almost from the outbreak of 
the European war. It was challenged 
bitterly by many important 
Americans, who declined to accept 
his view until, with the Japanese 
assault upon Pearl Harbour, they 
found themselves in their gravest 
danger for two centuries. Nobody 
to-day can determine to what extent 
the survival of Great Britain and 
many other nations depends upon 
this enormous, and increasing flow 
of materials from the United States, 
The so-called battle of Britain might 
have taken a ‘different turn if 
America had not been there to com. 
pensate for the severe battering of 
England’s factories ; not only in air- 
craft, but in arms of all kinds, her 
deficiencies would have been almost 
irremediable. 
can claim with truth that he 
saw a long way ahead. With a 
single Act of Congress he swept 
away not merely every obstacle to the 
dispatch of arms to his country’s 
friends, but also every probability 
of post-war acrimony. America 
supplied an immense store of 
munitions to the Entente Cordiale 
during the Great War of 1914-1918, 
but they were supplied on a frankly 
commercial basis; and, even so, the 
Allied nations were extremely glad 
to get them, and make no account 
of the fact that payment would have 
to be made when the war was over. 
The sequel was not a pleasant one; 
the necessity of restoring huge sums 
to the United States contributed 
greatly to the economic havoc of 
Europe, and went far to create 
distrust between America, on the 
one hand, and all the European 
nations, on the other. The aftermath 
of this war will be different: how- 
ever it ends, every nation will have 
been impoverished, and the United 
States will be, perhaps, not less poor 
than any other; for her expenditure 
on ‘‘léase and lend ” operations, 
huge as it is, represents only one- 
eighth of the sums that she 
is compelled to disburse on the 
war effort. Common poverty may 
tend to create a new community 
of feeling—a community that 
was lacking after 1018, largely 
because two Great Powers, Russia 
and America, remained aloof from 
the problems of Europe.

of financia] adjustments or mutual 
recriminations afterwards. It is a 
high aspiration, and whether it will 
be realised depends upon many 
factors which cannot as yet be 
foreseen. At least, however, the 
President has committed his own 
country to an aspect of ‘‘ total war ' 
that would have been anathema to 
the financiers of the United States a 
generation ago—and they do not 
appear to be unduly resentful.

years to manage his father’s estates. 


Penn also knew what the inside of 


an Irish jail was like, for he was sent 
to prison after a meeting of Quakers at 
Cork, having assisted to expel a soldier 
who interrupted the proceedings. Thirty 


years later he seems to have spent the 
greater patt of 1698 preaching agains: 


oppression in Ireland, where he had 


gone to look after his property at 
Shannangarry. 

The film showing in Dublin just nov 
gives the impression that Penn spen' 
the greater part of his hfe in America 
Actually his home always was in Eng 
land, though the affairs of Pennsylvania 
harassed him continually, and his visits
